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EXTRACTS FROM, INTERNAL 
REVENUE LAWS. 

Mr. L« B, Heald* deputy colkctor*of 
Internal Revcuno for this district re¬ 
quests the pufelieftllon of the following 
for the benefit of all dialers in cigars 
and tobacco: 

"Bee. 339b, The absence of the 
proper revenue stamp on any t-ox 
of cigars soid, or offered for sale, 
or kept for sale* shell be notice to 
all persons that the tax has not 
been paid thereon, and shall fee 
prima-facie evidence of the non¬ 
payment thereon, and mseh cigars 
shall fee forfeited to the United 
States.” i 

The above forbids the removal of 
covers of cigar boxes prior to the rale 
of the entire quantity of cigars con¬ 
tained. therein. The- covers may law¬ 
fully be bent backward, and folded 
underneath the box, but to no instance 
should they be detached until alt of 
the cigars have been disposed of. 

The public shonld be cautioned in 
relation to the strict provisions of the 
law imposing upon the person who 
empties n cigar box, the duty of de¬ 
stroying the stamp.' Bectinn 3010, 
which provide* for this action, is ns 
follows: 

“Fee. 301C, Whenever any 
stamped box containing cigars, 
cheroots, or cigarettes, Is emptied, 
it shall be the duty of the person 
in whose bands the same Is to de¬ 
stroy utterly the stamps thereon. 
Any pfrson who willfully neglects 
to refuse* so to do shall, for cadi 
such offcast*, be fined not exceed¬ 
ing fifty dollars a»d imprisoned 
not less tiion ten days nor more 
thft« six months. And any per 
so a who frrmdirieiitiy gives away or 
accepts from another, or who sells, 
boys, or uses for packing etgsvs, 
cheroots,,or cigarettes, any such 
stomped box, shall for ouch such 
offense* fee fined not exceeding one 
hundred dollars and bo imprisoned 
not more than one year,. Any rev 
ertue officer bray destroy any 
emptied cigar-box upon which a 
cigar stomp is found.”
